La B t evening in the lecture theatre 
of the Macdonald Physics Buildln,v 
Professor Hughes, of Queen's Uni- 
versity, delivered the second of his 
series of lectures on "Photo Elec- 
tricity" to a very delighted and atten- 
tive audience. 

The lecturer took up the effects of 
bombardment of the atoms and mole- 
cules of gases by electrons emitted 
from an incandescent filament. 

Professor Hughes pointed out dur- 
ing the course of his lecture the 
conflicting opinions of various inves- 
tigators on what actually takes piaco 
when atoms or molecults were acted 
upon by electrons. 

In only very few places were the 
Interpretation of experimental results 
accepted by the various investigators 
and physicists. 

The speaker pointed out the mar- 
velous results obtained in the case of 
the investigation of mercury dj 
Franck and Elnspoin. 

The lecturer pointed out (Iioïc 
puzzling points that careiul investi- 
gations would clear up. 

Professor Hughes Is au authority 
on the subject of which he speaks, 
and will continue his series to- 
morrow light at 8 p.m., the last 
lecture 'aking place on Friday at 
6 p m.

At the meeting of the Architectural 
Society last evening, Mr. W. S. Max- 
well gave a very Interesting address 
or the prohlpffls. of hotel design as en- 
countered in the extensive additions 
no w_ being made • to " the Chateau 
Frontenac." Thé problem presented 
to the Maxwell firm by the C.P.R. 
was to double the capaolty of the 
Chateau Frontenac, and with this 
great enlargement to keep the corri- 
dor connections and elevator stacks 
within reasonable distances of accesB. 

The Chateau was originally de- 
signed by Mr- P«ee around 1892, and 
since has been added to by Mr. 
Painter and Barret and Blackader. 
The resultant building as existing to- 
day |s a rambling one — occupying 
what la considered to be the beat 
hote| situation in Canada., The hotel 
stands on Dufforin Terrace, be|ow the 
Citadel, and overlooks the- St. Law- 
rence, 

The hotel 1b found Interesting y 
the guests on account of its situation, 
the more or less romantic character 
of the, building Itself, and a certain 
homelike atmosphère. Th|s genial 
atmosphere was Introduced by a Mr, 
and Mrs. Reed, who had charge of 
the hotel some years ago. Their re- 
arrangements of the interior fitting* j Dougbt from the 8e cretory" at""the 
resulted in the effect mentioned | Unlon 8t the prlC4} of fIve doUarB 
above. 

Mr. Maxwell was highly apprécia 
tive of the romantlo and other quali- 
ties of the building, but the addition* 
and alterations made at different 
time* bad resulted in a very complex 
arrangement of oorrjdpra and eleva- 
tors, etc,, wbteh made the prdbltm of 
arriving, at-' a. convenient solution a 
very difficult one. In the old build 
lng as existing, a guest, to reach his 
room In a certain wing, may have to 
use two or three elevators, climb or 
descend stairs, and walk along inter- 
minable passages. This was unsatis- 
factory, and the solution decided 
upon by the • Maxwell firm and. the 
several others directly Interested, was 
central or administrative block, 
r|s|ng above the surrounding wings, 
A balancing w|ng li to he built op- 
posite the Moni Oarmel wing, and at 
the rear a laundry wing will Join the 
two wings. 

Que of the other disturbing feat- 
ures In the old design problem was 
that two roadways had to he main- 
tained through the building area, 
One was designed to pass In the rear 
under arches of the two wings, and 
the other was designed to pass under 
these same wings, and give direct 
access to the interior court and the 
new administration block, 

The new block, together with f|oor 
level rearrangements, and a suUahlo 
disposition of elevator stacks, will 
give short and convenient ways to 
all parte of th* hotel. With regiwd 
to the ' elevators, the ones to be in- 
stalled will be the fastest In opera- 
tion in Canada, and will travel at the 
rate of 600 feet per minute, A now 
micro arrangement will overcome tho 
inconvenience of a poor elevator 
operator by automatically stopping 
the elevator at the exact floor level, 
Also, the elevators, as they will 
travel at such a rate, safety factors 
had to be taken Into account, and 
consequently the doors are so ar- 
ranged that both the door of the land- 
ing and the door of the elevator have 
to be closed before the car can be 
put into operation. 

A peculiar feature which it was 
necessary to introduce was a passage- 
way about six feet wide connecting 
the new block with the front portion 
of the old building. This passage- 
way rises several stories and is most 
certainly an odd feature, but it was 
a virtue}, necessity. 

Changes a,nd alterations will also 
be made In the old portion, which 
will make full use of the part of the 
■building from which the best views 
can be obtained, 

The new work will be carried out 
In muoh the some spirit as the old 
portion, that of the French Chateau 
of mediaeval times, with a few local 
touches of design and expression.
